Continuation of 3. NOTE: The limitation added to each independent claim that "all area of the cache memory" is divided into segments 
narrows the scope of the claims and requires further consideration and possible search. As argued by Applicant, it appears that this 
amendment was made to support the argument that McNutt does not teach segments and groups that correspond to the claimed 
segments and groups. The basis for this argument appears to be that in McNutt the first cache stores segments of small granularity and 
the second cache stores groups of segments of large granularity. It is also argued that Mattson likewise does not disclose dividing all 
area of cache into the recited segments and groups. Thus the arguments verify that the limitation is intended to narrow the scope of the 
claims.
